JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28 
—Labor-sponsored bills to in- 
crease unemployment and work- 
men’s compensation benefits in 
Missouri were introduced to- 
day, in the Senate. 

One measure would increase 
maximum unemployment pay- 
ments from $33 to $38 a week, 
and authorize a 50 per cent ex- 
tension in the duration of ben- 
efits in the event of such an 
economic recession as the one 
which occurred last year. 

The other. bill would in- 
crease death and_ disability | 
benefits under the workmen's 
compensation law. For the 
first time, radiation injuries 
resulting from the handling of 
nuclear materials, and the loss 
of hearing because of indus- 
trial noise, would be made 
compensable disabilities under 
the Missouri law. 

The bills were introduced by 
Senator Kelso Journey (Dem.) 
Clinton with several other 
Senators joining as co-sponsors. 
Journey said employer groups 


had agreed to provisions in 
the workmen’s compensation 
bill, but mot to proposed 


changes in unemployment com- 
pensation. 
Compensation Details. 

Under the latter bill, the 
basic period for payment of un- 
employment compensation 
would remain at a maximum | 
of 26 weeks. However, if un- 
employment in the state 
reached 6 per cent or more for | 
six consecutive weeks, an un- | 
employed person eligible to re- 
ceive payments for 26 weeks 
would then continue to draw 
his compensation for an addi- 


tional 13-week maximum. 
Senator Journey reperted 
that ‘only twice since World 


War II has Missouri unemploy- 
ment exceeded 6 per cent of 
the state’s insured labor force. 


That happened first in 1950 
and again for several months 
last vear. 


Missouri now has a reserve 
unemployment compensation 
fund of more than $200,000,000. 
Payments to jobless persons in 
_1958 totaled more than $41.- 
000,000. Unemployment tax 
‘collections and interest earned 
on the fund amounted to about 
$31,400,000. 

.. The workmen's compensation 
bill would increase maximum 
death benefits from $12,000 to 
$15,000, payable at a maximum 
of $45 a week. Burial allow- 
ances would go up from $400 


to $500.

Cigarette Tax Hearing. 

An administration-sponsored 
bill to 
tax from 2 to 3 cents a pack- 
age would provide an addition- 
al $5,000,000 a year for the 
‘Public School Foundation Pro- 
gram, R. B. Browning, super- 
visor of state cigarette tax col- 
lections, said last night. 


He was among proponents of 
the measure heard by the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The cigarette ‘tax in the 
original bill was earmarked for 
school purposes. The proposed 
legislation would amend the 
present law but would not 
change the earmarking of the 
fund. The tax brings in $10.- 
000,000 a year at present, 
Browning said. 

The proposed measure was 
recommended by Gov. James 
T. Blair in his message to the 
opening session of the General 
Assembly. In addition to in- 
creasing the tax one cent 
package, the bill would reduce 
the discount allowed whole- 
salers for affixing stamps from 
5 to 4 per cent. 

Saving for State. 

Browning said that by drop- 
ping the discount rate to 4 
per cent, the state would save 
$150,000 a year and wholesal- 
ers still would get an increased 
amount because of the higher 
tax.

$163,352 More Sought 


From St. Louis Coun- 
ty Construction Co. 
for 3 Years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 — 
The Federal Government is 
seeking $163,352 in additional 
income taxes from a firm head- 
ed by Mrs. James J. McAtee, 
wife of the former St. Louis 
county counselor, Tax Court 
records showed today. 

The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice claims the taxes represent 
deficiencies in tax payments 
made by St. Louis County Con- 
struction Co. for fiscal years 
1954, 1955 and 1956. During 
the three years, the firm paid 
$35,802 in taxes, whereas its 
liability was $199,154, the Gov- 
ernment contends. 

Principal issue in the claim, 
which the firm is resisting, in- 
volves determination of the 
company's gross sales. 

In Tax Court records, the ad- 
dress of the firm is listed as 
12 Roseacre lane, Webster 
Groves, with Mrs. S. M. Me- 
Atee as president. 

However, McAtee said in St. 
Louis that the firm, which con- 
structs homes on small lots, 
has its office in the 10,000 block 
of Duke drive in north St. 
Louis county 

The former county counse- 
lor, who is now attorney for 
the County Housing Authority, 
said he filed the firm's incor- 
poration papers but has no di- 
rect connection with it.

In a statement issued last 
night. the city council said it 
“must abide” by Judge Hoff- 
man's order. The council will 
meet with the school board 
tomorrow to assist with “any 
necessary financial arrange- 
ments.” 

Judge Hoffman denied a re- 
quest to stay his temporary in- 
junction while the council ap- 
peais to the United States 
Fourth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peais.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (UPD 
— Congressional tax writers 
soon will begin a drive to give 
major tax relief to self-employ- 
ed persons, it was disclosed to- 
day. 

The drive will start early 
enough that backers figure the 
legislation has a good chance 
of reaching the White House 
this year. 

The tax relief proposal— 
which would cost the treasury 
about $365,000,000 in revenue 
—is designed to help doctors, 
farmers, business proprietors 
and other self-employed per- 
sons build up retirement funds. 


It would allow self-employed 
persons to defer payment of 
taxes until age 65 on 10 per 
cent of their earnings which 
| they voluntarily place in re- 
tirement funds. The maximum 
amount on which tax deferral 
would be granted would be 
$2500 a year 

Members said the bill would 
be called up for a vote within 
the next week or two in the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which initiates all tax 
legislation. 

Bill Died in Senate. 

The legislation is identical 
to a measure which cleared 
the committee by an 18 to 7 
vote last year and was over- 
whelmingly approved by the 
House. That bill died in the 
Senate in the face of objections 
from the treasury. 

Meanwhile. Representative 
Leo W. O'Brien (Dem.), New 
York, predicted today that the 
House Interior Committee 
would overwhelmingly approve 
the Hawaiian statehood bill next 
Wednesday. 

Statehood backers’ rested 
their case at the House com- 
mittee’s hearings. No oppo- 
sition witnesses were in sight. 

Elsewhere in Congress. Sen- 
ator Hubert H. Humphrey | 
(Dem.), Minnesota, said today | 
he would introduce legislation 
to guarantee every American 
citizen the right to obtain a 
passport within 30 days with 
a few emergency exceptions. 

Humphrey said the bill 
would spell out the Supreme 


Court's ruling last year that 
the right to travel was guar- 
anteed by the Constitution. 
Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, introduced 
legislation yesterday to outlaw 
interstate sale of babies. 


Kefauver said in a statement 
that the measure was needed to 
stamp out “interstate baby 
racketeers.” 

House Democrats turned 
thumbs down on Administra- 
tion proposals for a delay in 
enacting new over-all housing 
legislation. 

Representative Albert Rains 
‘Dem.), Alabama, told Federal 
Housing Commissioner Nor- 
man P. Mason that the Senate 
and House timetable—worked 
out by Democratic leaders — 
calls for quick action on an 
omnibus bill considerably in 
excess of Administration rec- 
ommendations. 

Rains, chairman of the Bank- 
ing subcommittee on housing, 
made this statement in open- 
ing abbreviated housing hear- 
ings due to run no longer than 
next Tuesday. 


Rains called President Eisen- 
hower’s housing program in- 
adequate,” compounded of 
“bookkeeping schemes to bal- 
ance the budget,’ and “hypro- 
critical.” 

Wants Interim Measure. 

Mason, at the hearing as a 
witness, urged Congress first 
to adopt what he termed press- 
ing interim housing measures 
and then take its time in work- 
ing out a further program. 

The Administration wants a 
quick bill to add another six 
billion dollars to FHA’s insur- 
ance authorization for the rest 
of this fiscal year ending June 
30, provide an additional $200,- 
000,000 in grants for urban 
renewal for the same period, 
and increase the Government's 
authority to make college hous- 
ing loans by $200,000,000 also 
until June 30. 

Mason opposed Democratic- 
backed proposals for a $200,- 
000,000 loan program for hous- 
ing elderly persons as “an un- 
necessary and undesirable use 
of federal funds” at a subsidy 
interest rate below the cost of 
government _borrowing.

INSURANCE FIRM 
WITNESS SAYS 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 ‘AP 
—A Chicago insurance man 
whb handled Teamster union 
policies tried unsuccessfully to 
buf life insurance for gangste! 
Johnny Dio. a Senate investi- 
gato testified toda’ 

The testimony was given Dy 
John P. Findlay as the Senate 
Rackets Committee dug into ac- 
tivities of Allen Dorfman, 
friend of Teamster Boss James 
R. Hoffa 

Findlay said Dorfman even 
paid the first premium, $684, 
in. an attempt to persuade 
Union Casuality Life to issue 
the policy on Dio 

But. Findlay said, the com- 
pahy refused the policy on the 
ground that Dio was a bad 
credit risk 

He testified that Dorfman 
gave the insurance company & 
high recommendation for Dio 
although Dio’s check to Dorf- 
man for the life insurance pre- 
mium had bownced three times 

Non-Paying Client. 

Findlay said another man 
with a criminal record got life 
insurance through Dorfman but 
nefer made any premium pay- 
ments. The man was identified 
Gus Zapes. Committee counsel 
Robert F. Kennedy said Zapes 
had served time in the Indiana 
penitentiary .\had a record of 
45 arrests, and was hired as an 
organizer for the Indiana Team- 
sters. 

Findlay testified also that 
Dorfman had paid premiums 
for Hoffa and other Teamster 
offieers on occasion—in viola- 
tion of an Illinois insurance 
regulation against payment of 
premiums for clients without 
charging interest He said 
Hoffa and the others were ex 
pected to repay about $3600 
paid as premiums by Dorfman 

The committee was told 
earlier by Findlay that Dorf- 
mal deposited in his own bank 
account $51,461 of union wel- 
fare fund insurance premiums. 

Findlay said that not until 
after the committee began an 
investigation did Dorfman for- 
ward the moeny to the insur- 
ance company for which the 
premiums were intended 

He said that under Illinois 
law. Dorfman was required to 
turg over the premium pay- 
meats within 90 days 

But, he said. instead of mak- 
ing the payments to the Mount 
Vernon Insurance Co., Dorf- 
man used it to meet expenses 
of Ris business enterprises. 

Findlay continued that on 
March 11, 1957, Dorfman wrote 
a check to the Insurance com 
pany for $39,155 of the pre- 
miums 

He said another check for 
$12.155 was drawn to the com- 
pany by Dorfman on June 12, 
1957, but that Dorfman in- 
dorsed it with a rubber stamp. 
then signed his own name and 
Geposited it in his insurance 
agency account 

“In other words, this money 
had been misappropriated from 
the insurance company?” chair- 
man John McClellan ‘(Dem.). 
Arkansas, asked. Findlay 
agreed : 

The money involved, Findlay 
said. was paid by members of 
Local 1031 of the Internationa!

Headed Accra Pariey. 

In an interview today Tom 
Mboya, the African political 
and labor leader of Kenya and 
one of the outstanding leaders 
of all Africa, described to the 
Post-Dispatch some of the rap- 
idly moving events in Kenya.

No Time to Quit 

A trial balloon. That is what Washington 
newspaper writers see in the proposal of Rep- 
resentative Oren Harris to delay any new in- 
vestigative work by either the House Com- 
merce committee of which he is chairman or 
by the special Subcommittee on Legislative 
Oversight which the Arkansas Democrat also 
heads. 

What Mr. Harris wants to know, so the capi- 
tal correspondents are convinced, is how much 
opposition there would be in the country if he 
postponed further inquiries into how the in- 
dependent regulatory agencies are doing their 
work. 

If there is little or no opposition then the 
investigation would be noiselessly chloro- 
formed. The vital federal agencies which 
regulate fares and rates, which set and main- 
tain truthful standards of advertising, which 
grant radio and television licenses, set air , 
routes and do many other things of concern 
to every citizen and his pocketbook would be 
dropped like a hot potato. 

Does Chairman Harris really want to know 
what the country thinks? Then let the coun- 
try be quick and unmistakable in telling him. 

Were the investigation of the regulatory 
agencies to be squelched now, that would be 
a scandal in itself. For it was the House sub- 
committee, originally headed by Representa- 
tive Moulder of Missouri, that brought Rich- 
ard A. Mack of Florida to book in the Miami 
channel 10 television case, and forced his 
resignation from the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

It was this subcommittee that revealed the 
highly improper tie-up between Bernard Gold- 
fine and Sherman Adams. Adams and the 
White House tried to ride out the storm, but 
in the end the flinty New Hampshireman re- 
signed as the President's chief of staff in the 
midst of the congressional campaign. 

This also was the subcommittee that re- 
vealed that members of the regulatory com- 
missions not only accepted generous honorari- 
ums for addresses at industry conventions 
but went on expense-free junkets with their 
wives. Costs of this hospitality were paid by 
the very businesses these commissioners were 
supposed to regulate. 


But although the 1958 hearings blew some 
Washington lids high in the air, there is 
ample reason to believe that much more re- 
mains to be disclosed. In his new book, “The 
Professor and the Commissions,” Bernard 
Schwartz, the subcommittee’s original staff 
director and counsel, says that he had sched- 
uled for inquiry before he was fired 17 ques- 
tionable television channel awards by the 
FCC. He wanted to see whether they were 
like the Miami case—involved in influence 
peddling and conflict of interest. 

Schwartz's book, which every member of 
Congress ought to read, says: 

The almost complete lack of effective FCC 
regulation of telephones and telegraphs is a 
matter of tremendous consequence. Why did 
the FCC under Chairman McConnaughey ia 
former telephone company lawyer) override 
staff recommendations and terminate an in- 
vestigation into A.T.&T. charges? Why did 
the same commission permit A.T.&T. to earn 
during 1955-57 some $159,000,000 more than 
they were entitled to under the generally- 
followed theory of rate making?”

Deflation of a Demagogue 

George Wallace, the Alabaman who as a 
circuit judge obstructed the United States 
Civil Rights Commission, has sustained a hu- 
miliation he will not soon forget. Nor do we 
think other judges of state courts in Alabama 
or elsewhere in the South will be encouraged 
to imitate his unjudicial conduct. 

Mr. Wallace, whose term as circuit judge 
ended a week ago, was haled into United 
States district court at Montgomery to show 
cause why he should not be fined, or impris- 
oned, or both, for contempt of court. The 
blusterer who had threatened to jail federal 
agents and refused to turn over voter registra- 
tion records to the commission, as ordered 
by the federal court, appeared with trembling 
hands and surrounded by a battery of law- 
yers. He pleaded guilty of failing to deliver 
the records but not of contempt. 
States District Judge Frank M. Johnson Jr., 
acquitted him of contempt of court, but 
was obliged to read him a stinging lecture 
on the law, more suitable for a schoolboy be- 
hind in his studies than for a member of 
bench or bar. 

We believe Judge Johnson showed rare 
judgment in his choice of punishment. As a 
demagogue with political aspirations, Mr. Wal- 
lace might easily have gained votes by play- 
ing the role of martyr’to the “cause” of seg- 
regation. 

He has since resumed his fire-breathing 
tactics in the evident hope of political capital. 
Mr. Wallace recently also-ran for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor, and it is as 
well that he should remain in that category. 
His brush with the law of his country has left 
him properly deflated.

The Missile Gap: Two Senators Debate It 


Excerpts from the Congressional Record, Jan. 23, 1959 


By Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem., Mo.) 


As every member of this body 
knows, the ICBM is the most dreaded 
new weapon of modern war. In ef- 
fect, it is a hydrogen bomb, deliver- 
able with great speed and accuracy 
to targets anywhere on earth. 

Just as Russia's possession of this 
weapon in quantity is fast becoming 
the greatest military danger facing 
America, so our capacity to retaliate 
with it effectively could be the great- 

est deterrent to 

war. ;

In a recent edi- 
torial, The Washington Post put the 
matter well when it said: 


“The crucial point is whether, when 
our chief reliance can no longer be 
placed on manned aircraft, we shall 
have enough missiles that we can 
survive a massive blow of aggression 
to confront an enemy with unaccept- 
able levels of retaliation. This is 
the one basic requirement upon 
which deterrents of war must rest 
in the missile age.” 

That is why the relative number 
of ICBM’s, as between ourselves and 
Russia, is so vital to our security. 
For if Russia has enough of these 
weapons to deliver a knockout blow, 
and we have not enough strength 
left to retaliate effectively, a major 
element of our defense strength, on 
which we have based the position of 
ourselves and our allies in this un- 
easy peace, crumbles. 


Of course, the bombers of our 
Strategic Air Force, plus the new 
submarines now coming to us in 
carefully limited quantities, add to 
our deterrent capacity. But a ma- 
jority of the planes in the former 
are obsolescent to obsolete; and our 
fleet of modern submarines is very

small, especially when compared 
with the great submarine fleet of 
the Russians. 


It is because of such reasons that 
our relative production position in 
the field of intercontinental missiles 
is of supreme importance. 


What is that relative position? I 
speak now of ‘operational ICBM'’s, 
which means ready and able to do 
the job they are supposed to do. 

Our ICBM capacity represents 
what we plan to have; and when we 
plan to have them, 

Russia’s capacity is what we esti- 
mate they plan to have; and when 
they plan to have them. 


Since I brought up the danger of 
this growing missile gap, there has 
been a substantial revision downward 
of our estimate of Russian missile 
production. 

But let us take even these recently 
revised estimates and make a com- 
parison of these new figures, as 
planned for 1961.

The Senate Preparedness Investi- 
gating Subcommittee plans hearings 
on our defense posture, The chair- 
man of that committee, the distin- 
guished majority leader, has called 
for an honest count. 

Mr. President, in view of this im- 
minent investigation, I will only say 
now that the figure is less than 25 
per cent. 

In other words, through 1961, our 


' planning envisages the Russians hav- 


ing over four times as many opera- 
tional ICBM’s as the United States. 

I personally have studied this mat- 
ter for many months, and believe 
that these figures actually much un- 
derestimate the Soviet long-range 


missile advantage now and ‘over the 


next few years. 


Accordingly, far from planning to 
close the current ICBM gap; the Ad- 
ministration is actually allowing it 
to widen—and this despite all the 
vague reassurances we have heard 
to the contrary, in past years and 
again recently. 

This gap will not exist because of 
any defect in technology of develop- 
ment. ICBM’s have now been pro- 
duced and test-fired successfully; and 
America’s -production lines could 
make many more of them during 
the next two years if funds were 
appropriated and allocated now. 

But our Government does not plan 


to run these lines on a full produc- 


tion basis.

The estimate for 1960, in the budget 
being presented to the Congress, is 
$3,922 million, for missile produc- 
tion and procurement. 

As the President pointed out in 
his message the other day, $7 billion 
is being spent for all missile sys- 
tems, The figure I have given, of 
$3,922 million is for production and 
procurement alone. The $7 billion 
figure includes research and devel- 
opment, construction of installations, 
and the Polaris submarines. That 
$7 billion for missile research and 
development, production and pro- 
curement, amounts to one dollar in 
eleven out of the total federal budg- 
et proposed for this year. 

I do not know what the Senator 
from Missouri thinks should be the 
total amount to be spent. If de- 
tailed hearings should develop that 
we can properly spend additional 
funds for immediate procurement, 
to increase the stockpile of missiles, 
without impairing our ability to get 
better missiles sooner, then the Sen- 
ator from South Dakota will support 
additional funds for that purpose but 
he submits that the budget as pre- 
sented is in large amounts.

Letter to a Teacher 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28—A 
schoolgirl wrote that her 
teacher had said that Babe 
Ruth had the mentality of an 
88-year-old. Shocked, virtual- 
ly the whole class had dis- 
puted the statement Now, 
please, who had been right?

i SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28 
(AP) — The Powell-Schuman 
sedition trial entered into its 
third day today with defense 
and prosecution warned by 
United States District Judge 


Louis E. Goodman that he will 
not permit it “to degenerate 
into a discussion of American 


policies in Korea. 

Three defendants are 
charged with conspiring to im- 
pede the United States war 


effort in Korea by publishing 
in a Shanghai magazine false 
reports that the United States 
waged germ warfare and by 
exaggerating American casual- 
ties. 

They are John W. Powell, 39 
vears old, publisher and editor 
of the defunct China Monthly 
Review: his wife, Sylvia, 38, 
and Julian Schuman, 38, asso- 
ciate editors. The Powells live 
in San Francisco, Schuman in 
New York. 

Defense Attorney Charles R 
Garry said Powell assumes full 
responsibility for publication 
of the material which led to 
sedition charges

Sox Idol in Europe 


PARIS, Jan. 28. 

A YOUNG CANADIAN of 17 has been setting large 
parts of Europe and North Africa on fire for the past 
few months. His name is Paul Anka, he comes from 
Ottawa, and in the last year and a half he has become 
En ae a million-dollar bobby- 
ae sox idol. 
ie Mr. Anka, who writes 
his own songs as well as 
sings them, hit it big 
with a record of one of 
his own: creations called 
“Diana.” which to date 
has sold 4,000,000 copies. 
His other songs have also 
been smash hits and, al- 
though his songs gre all 
written and sung in Eng- 
lish, he is as big a bit on 
the Continent and .in 
Japan, where he recent- 
ly completed a tour, as 
he ig in Canada and the 
United States. 

In the great tradition 
“7% ot other bobby-sox idols, 
en Mr. Anka gets his clothes 
ANKA torn, his hair pulled, his 

virtue challenged, and he 
inadvertently has been responsible for teen-age riots from 
Manchester to Toyko. 

On a tour of North Africa five weeks ago, he had to 
have an escort of paratroopers to get him from his hotel 
to the theater. In the theater 12 soldiers were stationed 
in the orchestra pit between Mr. Anka and the audience 
to keep the fans from making a frontal attack. And in 
Marseilles a row of shop windows was smashed and a 
theater was almost wrecked. 


“They only have been riots of enthusiasm,” 

Mr. Anka explained to us in his hotel suite at 

the George V. “The kids are never nasty or out 

for manslaughter.” L , 

In 1956 Mr. Anka was one of the “<ids” himself. He 
chung around the theater in Ottawa trying to crash back- 
stage on several rock ‘n’ roll shows. He kept getting 
thrown out, but persisted until he met Irvin Feld, an 
American rock 'n’ roll impressario. Mr, Feld didn’t throw 
him out, but he didn’t hire him either. 

In April 1957, he borrowed $100 from his father, a 
restaurant owner, and went to New York. He got in to see 
Don Costa, an executive at ABC-Paramount Records. When 
Mr. Costa heard Mr. Anka sing his own songs, he called 
in other ABC-Paramount executives and they were so im- 
pressed they sent for his parents and signed a contract. 

Mr. Feld heard one of the first records the then 16- 
year-old singer made, remembered him from Ottawa and 
signed him for a tour. The first day of the tour, “Diana” 
was No, 1 on the best-selling lists and Mr. Anka has been 
living in hotel suites ever since. 

“Most of the clientele I have is girls,” said Mr. Anka, 
not boasting. “To me the most important people in the 
world are my fans. They buy my records and they sup- 
port me.” 

His clientele also sends him bagsful of mail, gifts and 
heartsearing pleas of love. In France one girl sent him a 
map showing him how to get to her home. Another sent 
him her housekey and two young fans ran away from 
home to follow him all over the Continent.

“I know some of the mail is crazy,” he said, 
“but as soon as it starts going down I’m going to 
get nervous. I guess they identify themselves some 
way with me. The girls take my singing all so 
personally, Maybe. you can call it puppy love. 
But it’s important to answer them, I answer every 
letter I get.” 


Mr. Anka, who quit high school to become an artist, 
says he has no regrets except he can’t play hookey any more. 

“I'm in the prime of my life,” he said, “and I really 
can't do what I.want to. I can’t even sing in a nightclub 
until I'm 18.” 

Mr. Anka sang at the Monte Carlo Casino recently 
and, according to all reports, went over very big with 
what is usually considered « very frigid audience. 

“I'never saw sO many furs and diamonds. I was real 
scared, There were dukes and duchesses and counts and 
countesses and lots of crazy people like that. But they 
lized me, and you don’t know what that meant to me. I 
mean it's okay for the kids to like you, but when those 
people like you, boy, I mean it’s another world.” 

Mr. Feld, who is now Mr. Anka’s personal manager, is 
also vice president in charge of manners and morals. He 
told us, “It's awful tough to hold a kid his age down, but 
we can't afford to take any chances. I guess he’s more in- 
terested in his career than anything else.” 

Mr. Anka added: “Besides, I’m young. ! cah’t get away 
with what the 25- or 26-year-old singers get away with.”

American is this: That material suc- 


THE ONE THING the 
of about the average 
cess is his god. 

And the rest of the world couldn't be more wrong. 


Great material success 
is admired rather than 
worshiped by the average 
American—just as he ad- 
mires achievement in any 
form, whether it be in 
the art of home run 
knocking or hula hoop- 
ing. He even has a sneak- 
ing admiration for a suc- 
cessful bank robber—so 
long as the fellow doesn’t 
spill blood. 

But material success 
isn’t the major goal of 
the average American. It 
is only one of his major 
daydreams. He doesn’t 
want it bad enough to 
make his dream come 
true. 

Take yourself, as an 
average American (and 
doesn’t everyone really 
feel he is the average American?) Why aren't you a success? 

You probably can’t with honesty put the blame on 
fate, your boss or your wife. You can’t even blame it on 
the fact you were born dumb and never outgrew it. The 
chances are you aren't a big success simply because it isn’t 
worth while to you. There simply are other things more 
important to you.

In my work as a reporter I have interviewed 
perhaps 2000 “successful” people over the last 
quarter century. Asked the reason for their suc- 
cess, about 99 out of 100 gave the same answer: 
“Hard work.” The hundredth person would credit 
it to “getting the breaks,” or admit, off the cuff, 
he inherited success or married into it. 


Many successful people I have met have lacked the 
charm, personality and even the talent I have found among 
other men so spectacularly unsuccessful they couldn’t buy 
their way into the city dump. They aren’t nearly as much 
fun to be with. 

One difference between the successful man and the 
average man is obvious. The average man has credit. The 
successful man has credit plus something else— it is called 
money. 

But there are other differences. The big one lies in 
how they use their energy. The successful man controls 
his energy and directs it to a single aim—the winning of 
success. Everything else is secondary. The average man 
isn’t that single-minded. 

As a multi-millionaire real estate dealer once told me: 

“It doesn’t take great brains to be a success. It takes 
desire. The ordinary man has plenty of brains. But he 
doesn’t have the desire. It’s as simple as that. Practically 
anyone who has a strong enough desire to succeed can do 
so—if he puts that goal first and lets nothing distract him. 

“But he has to be willing to pay the price. He has to 
be willing to miss other things along the way.” 


The average American—or the average man 
in any country—isn’t willing to pay that price. 
Too many other facets of life interest him. He 
doesn’t want to postpone his pleasures now in a 
gamble for a greater reward later. He is basically 
more interested in living it up than in piling it up. 


Does the successful man himself regret the price he 
had to pay to get where he is? Often he does—in a very 
wistful human way. But there is a limit to his regret. 

The average man sometimes likes to boast he wouldn’t 
trade places with the most successful man he ever knew. 
The successful man returns the compliment. He isn’t inter- 
ested in changing places cither. 

No matter how stern the cost of succéss, the last thing 
any successful man I ever met was willing to give up was— 
success. 

He may feel a bit sorry for himself on his perch, but 
he doesn’t want to yield it to anyone.

A Child Who Bites 


A LITTLE CHILD often discovers that biting is an 
excellent way to maintain his rights. Then comes the 
question of what to do about it. | 

Three-year-old Diane had bitten 2-year-old Mike on 
the hand, a.good strong bite. He yelled. The marks of 
teeth showed plainly. Almost before Diane knew what 
had happened, Mother had run across the yard, had 
grabbed her hand and had bitten it hard. “There,” she 
said, “now you know how it feels and every time you bite 
him I'll bite you and we'll see how you like it.” Diane’s 
screams were added to Mike's. 


A half hour later Mike had been put down 
for a nap. A chastened and subdued Diane had 
gone back to the sandbox. Mother had taken up 
her sewing again. “I don’t know what you think 
of what 1 did, but I’m at my wit’s end to know 
what to do with that child. She bites him all the 


time.” 


According to the mother’s story the biting began when 
Mike started walking and could get himself wherever Diane 
might be playing. The child has been talked to, spanked, 
and sent into the house to think things over. Nothing has 
worked. The biting has continued. The mother said, 
“Someone told me the other day that she cured one of 
hers by biting him back so I decided I'd try it. But I 
don’t feel very good about Ry 

Many a parent has tried biting the biter. Many a 
one has said as Diane's mother said that they did not feel 
very good about it when it was over. It usually is sort of 
a desperate last resort. Sometimes it stops the biting only 
to turn the youngster to something else. Sometimes it 
does not stop it. Even when it does there are the inside 

o be considered. 
pay look for a moment at why a child bites. The 
mother of 5-year-old Nancy figured it out. She said that 
at 3 she had been “a terrific biter.” Her younger sister 
was usually the victim, though any child who interfered 
with her play was likely to feel her teeth. 

The mother said that one day she tried to put herself 
in the child’s place to see if she could understand what 
made her do it. She saw it then as self-defense against 
the encroachment of other children on her play. 

“I can’t say I blamed her much,” the mother said. “It 
was pretty effective. All the children were afraid of her.” 


This is very often the reason for biting. It is 
very disturbing to a little child to have his play 
interfered with. It is natural for him te do what 
he can to stop the interference. So he bites the one 
who bothers him. When the grownup takes up for 
the one who is bitten, the biter is left more help- 
less than before, and chances are he only bites 
harder. The solution often lies in giving the biter 
some help in maintaining his rights so that he has 
no reason for biting. 

As for biting him one must decide whether one wishes 
to teach him “an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth.” 
It seems more useful to try to understand the cause for 


the biting and remove that.

muriatic acid and water. Use 
one part acid to 20 parts wa- 
ter. Wet down the bricks and 
then scrub the acid solution 
over them using a stiff fiber 
brush. A long handled brush is 
best and you should wear rub- 
ber gloves, old clothes and gog- 
gles to prevent any chance of 
a burn from the acid. After 
scrubbing, give the bricks sev- 
eral rinses with fresh water to 
remove all traces of the acid 
for if you leave it around it

will soften up the mortar in the 
joints. 


Bricks will be easier to clean 
and less likely to absorb dirt 
lf they are coated with lin- 
seed oil. Giving bricks a couple 
of coats of paint will make it 
possible to wipe off most dirt 
and soot and, in the case of 
something like a fireplace, can 
be easily renewed when it 
starts to fade. But before you 
paint bricks, be sure that this 
is what you want. Once painted 
the paint is on for good unless 
you remove it by sandblasting.

EVERY YEAR at about this 
time, readers begin to ask us, 
“Are you going on your 
Audubon lecture trip this sea- 
son and, if so, where and 
when?” But as usual there 
were so many things going on 
at Possum Trot as we made 
ready for departure that there 
was no time to talk about this 
season's trek. And now, by the 
time this appears, we will be 
heading westward from Phoe- 
nix for Palm Springs, San 
Diego and many another point 
in sunny California. There we 
will spend a week in the Los 
Angeles area and another in 
the towns which circle San 
Francisco Bay. 

After that, we will start 
north for the cities of Oregon 
and Washington, swing up into 
British Columbia to lecture at 
Victoria, Nanaimo and Van- 
couver, and then start the long 
journey home which will bring 
us to Sun Valley, Salt Lake, 
the great Bear River Wildlife 
Refuge where countless water- 
fowl winter, and finally to 
Denver and Colorado Springs. 


The success of a long 
automobile trip such as this 
depends in véry large meas- 
ure on planning and pack- 
ing which finally, from the 
experience of many other 
journeys, becomes something 
of an art. It isn’t as simple 
as planning for a pleasure 
trip, either as to clothes or 
equipment, and the task is 
one of concentration.

We have traveled so many

We drive 
through a town and automat- 
ically register whether it is 
going up or down, whether 
its inhabitants have either 
pride or good taste, whether 
there has been community 
planning in the layout and 
architecture. And we are 
forced to decide once again 
that all too many American 
cities and towns present their 
worst features to the traveler. 

Highways are a nightmare of 
tawdry buildings, neon signs, 
aszestos-shingled shacks and 
old car dumps. It seems impos- 
sible, in fact, that there could 
be so many old and abandoned 
automobiles in the world. 

This same thing applies to 
agriculture. One-crop farming 
and absentee ownership such as 
is too often found in a cotton 
country inevitably create agri- 
cultural slums, no matter how 
rich the land. And as long as 
we have a farm subsidy which 
encourages the production of 
surplus crops, this situation 
will continue and grow worse. 

Finally, it would be hard to 
say that any amount of oil 
wells can make a landscape 
beautiful, no matter how the 
money rolls in. Speaking at a 
recent meeting of the New 
York Zoological Society, Fairt- 
field Osborn decried man’s ha- 
bitual disregard for all other 
living creatures. He might well 
have broadened his statement 
to include man’s flagrant dis- 
regard for all of the other 
natural resources which make 


life possible on our planet.

White settlers from Europe 
gave the American Indians 
whisky or “firewater.”

Most Indian pipes were made 
from wood or stone. Often a 
pipe had a wooden stem and 
a stone bowl. To make the 
stem, a long piece of wood 
(very much like the shaft of 
an arrow) was split lengthwise. 
Then a groove was made in 
each half, and the two parts 
were fastened together. 

The pipes differed in size. 
Some weighed only an ounce 
or two, Others had weights up 
to three or four pounds. There 
were stems only six or seven 
inches long, but a large pipe 
might have a stem 40 or 45 
inches in length. 

A pipe common in Alaska

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Comanche Indians smoking, 


had a little bow! which held 
en thimbleful of tobacco. 
Tri along the Atlantic coast 


of had pipes with bowls which 


would hold a handful of broken 
tobacco leaf. 


A large Indian pipe gained 
the name of “calumet” from 
French explorers in eastern 
Canada. When the calumet 
was painted white, it served 
as a peace pipe. In time of 
war, some Indians smoked 
pipes which were painted red. 


Among the Hopi Indiazis, it 
Was a custom for the “head 
chief to smoke a pipe in frant 
of images of Hopi gods: He 
would blow smoke on the im- 
ages, as incense of a sort.
